City Says 
The Crop 


A permit for moving of St. 
Mark’s Church to the 18th St. 
Site of the proposed cultural 
center was not issued as of 
Dec. 28, it was learned from 
city officials. 

Moving of the church hinged 
on whether or not the Euclid 
Ave. Chapter of the San Bernar- 
dino County Museum Associ. 
ation accepted the proposition 
presented to it by City Councii 
at its Dec, 21 meeting. 

At the time, Council, in ef. 
fect, told the group to either 
wait until a citrus crop ripened 
before moving the church, or to 
pay for the crop which would 
be lost if the church were moved 
immediately. 

(At this writing, the president 
of the museum group could not 
be reached for comment.) 


Representatives of the Eu- 
clid Avenue Chapter of the 
San Bernardino County Mu- 
seum Association attended the 
Dec. 21 meeting of City Coun- 
cil to present a ‘progress re- 
port’’ and to seek council's 
aid in moving ahead with 
plans. 

The chapter is the spear- 
heading organization for de- 
velopment of the Chaffey Com- 
munities cultural Center, 
which is eventually to be lo 
cated at the 18th St. site leas- 
ed by the city at a nominal 
$l-a-year fee. 

The chapter's activities 
came to official councilmanic 
attention at a session earlier 
this month when it was re- 
ported to council that the 
group was ready to move St. 
Mark’s Church to the site even 
though the city’s citrus crop, 
had not been harvested. 

In the meanwhile, it was in- 
dicated at the Dec. 21 meet- 
ing, representatives of the mu- 
seum group and the city park 
commission met 

The chapter representatives 
told council they were pre- 
pared immediately to move 
the church. They also wanted 
council to review a timetable, 
to approve a site plan and to 
consider involvement of near- 
by communities. 

The involvement of nearby 
communities is one point 
which has already received 
councilmanic attention. Some 
councilmen feel Upland is con- 
tributing the bulk of the effort 
to what has been described as 
a “West End project’ while

After the plan has cleared 
the commission, supervisors 
will be asked to authorize the 
regional parks department to 
make a study of needs for 
finance, said Falconer. 


He said the first work on 
the proposed parks will be 
financed by the county’s share 
of the state park bonds voted 
jJast year.
